The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or show a method (nor corresponding apparatus) for carrying out air separation, the method 
comprising the steps of further compressing a second portion of compressed feed air to produce 
further compressed feed air, turbo expanding a first part of the further compressed feed air and 
warming the first part of the turboexpanded first part of the further compressed feed air by 
indirect heat exchange with a second part of the further compressed feed air to condense the 
second part of the further compressed feed air; and passing the condensed second part of the 
further compressed feed air into the cryogenic air separation plant.
